1!3,000 '..ILL BE ON THE GROUND. 


A Condensed History of the Order, It§ 


Objects and Origin—The Principal Offi- 
cers—A Brief Sketch of Grand Master 
Roome—Other Matters. 


The twenty-fourth triennial conclave of tho 


grand encampment of Knights Templar in 
the United States is to bo held in the city of 
Washington during the second week in Octo- 
!>or. As tho grand encampment is the gov- 
erning body of tho "Religious and Military 
Order of Christian Knighthood," and is 
attached to tho Masonic fraternity, its meet- 
ings aro always looked forward to with some 
Interest, more especially as it embraces thd 
whole of the United States within its juris- 
diction, and is attended by representatives 
from all parts of the Union. 


KMGHTS TEMPLAR HEQALDi. 


The opening of the grand conclave has 


latterly been celebrated by an imposing pa- 
rade of kuiglits, who act as escort to the 
officers and members of the grand encamp- 
ment. Such a parade is to be held in the 
national capital on Oct. y, and will consist of 
twelve divisions, all under the command of 
Sir Myron M. Parker as chief marshal, with 
Pir Harrison Dingmau as chief of staff. The 
following will show the states represented in 
each division: 


Fiist Division—Knights of the city of 


Washington as special escort to tho grand 
encampment officers, who will ride in car- 
riages. 


Second Division—Grand comnmndery and 


Knights of Massachusetts and Rhode Island. 


Third Division—Grand commandery and

Ninth Division—Grand commandcries and 


Knights of California, Tennessee, Wisconsin 
anil New Jersey. 


Tenth Division—Grand commanderies and 


Knights of Georgia, Missouri, Alabama and 
Louisiana. 


Eleventh Division—Grand eomnianderies 


and knights of Minnesota, Iowa, Kansas, 


Maryland, Nebras- 
ka, Arkansas, West 
Virginia, Colorado 
and North Caro- 
lina. 


Twelfth Division 


—Grand comman- 
deries and kuights 
of Dakota, Oregon, 
Washington terri- 
tory, Montana and 
Wyoming.

Sir Knight M. M. Parker, the chairman of 


the finance committee, has been indefatiga- 
ble in his efforts to make the convention a 
succors in every way. Sir Knight Allison 
Nailer, chairman of the committee on hotels, 
has made every possible arrangement for the 
comfort of the visiting commanderies. Sir 
Knight James E. Waugh, chairman of the 
committee on finance, for tho past three or 
four months has given almost his entire time 
to the arduous duties of the office. Among 
tho other committeemen who have worked 
hard and faithfully are Sir Knight E. H. 
Chamberlain, chairman of the committee on 
transportation, and Sir Knight Harrison 
Dingman. 


The grand encampment is formed of the 


officers tielonging to the state governing 
bo-hes or grand commanderies. The latter 
are composed of the officers of the subordi- 
nate bodies or individual commanderies. As 
the officers of each single body are elected by 
the members thereof, the grand encampment 
is a purely representative organization in 
which every knight is interested. 
It con- 


sists of a grand master, whose title is most 
eminent; deputy grand master, grand gen- 
eralissimo, grand captain general, grand pre- 
late, senior grand warden, junior grand war- 
den, grand treasurer, grand recorder, grand 
standard tiearer, grand sword bearer, grand 
'varder, grand captain of the guard, each 
having the title of very eminent, as officers; 
all the most eminent post grand masters, 
past deputy grand masters, past grand gen- 
eralissimos, and past grand captains general 
who have served their terms of office in the 
grand encampment; likewise tho grand com- 
luandern, p'ut grand commanders, deputy 
grand (.-oinni.indffs.

The grand encampment of the United 


States •was organized on June 33, 1816. It IB 
invested with power to regulate the order in 
general, the state grand bodies reserving to 
themselves certain rights of local govern- 
ment. It has the power to charter individual 
commanderies of Knights Templar in dis- 
tricts where there is no grand or state body, 
and has supervision over the question of uni- 
formity in action and regulation. The mem- 
bers elect the officers, who serve three years, 
such office being cue of honor and without 
pay or emolument. 


BRIEF HISTORY OF THE KNIGHTHOOD. 


The "Religious and Military Order of 


Knights Templar" dates back to the crusades. 
Although the present system differs entirely 
from the objects of the original Knighta 
Templar, still many, if not all, the ceremo- 
nies have been retained. The original order, 
which was for the protection from the Sara- 
cens of pilgrims visiting the Holy City, was 
founded by Baldwin II, king of Jerusalem, 
in the year 1118. From this date the order 
reckons; therefore the present Templar year 
is A. 0. 77L Hugues de Payens was the first 
master of the order, and is regarded by many 
as the founder. Men belonging to the no- 
blest f amilies of Europe became members of 
the order, and in 1128 the popes—for the Ro- 
man pontiff then recognized the Knights- 
Issued rules and regulations, prepared express- 
ly by St. Bernard, for its governance. 
De- 


spite persecution the order has existed to the 
present time, although its ostensible objects 
have been changed. Jaques de Molay, the 
grand master of the order, which had then 
become wealthy, was martyred by Philip of 
France and Pope Clement, but before his 
death named his successor. 
Since that time 


the list of grand masters has not been broken. 
Under the protection of Freemasonry the 
secrets of the order have been preserved, and 
it is considered an honor today to hold mem- 
bership with the Knights Templar. 


To become a member, the candidate must 


be a Royal Arch Mason, although there is not 
a vestige of Free- 
masonry in the 
ceremonies of the 
order. 
The em- 


blems and banners 
s h o w that the 
knighthood is based 
on Christianity, 
pure and simple, 
while Masonry is 
non-sectarian in its 
character. The ban- 
ner of the order is 
wluto, on which is 
displayed a red 
cross, w i t h the 
motto, "In hoc sig- 
no vinces"—in this 
sign n o conquer 
Among the jewels is 
the 1'aschal Lamb. 
The battle flag of the order is black and 
white. 
Both full and fatigue dress are worn 


by the Knights. 
Full dress consists of black 


frock coat and pants, haldric, sword, belt, 
chai^eau, gauntlets and shoulder straps, with 
appropriate trimmings. For fatigue dress 
the same is worn, except that a cap with a 
red cross in front takes the place of the cha- 
pean; the baldric is dispensed \vithandgloves 
are worn instead of eanntlets. 


So highly is the order esteemed that the 


Prince of Wales, grand master of England, 
founded a fcnv. years ago the "Grand Cross of 
the Temple," to which only grand masters, or 
those of equal rank, can be admitted to mem- 
bership. 
Most Eminent Sir John Q. A. Pel- 


lows, of Louisiana, while grand master of the 
United States, was admitted thereto. 


STRENGTH OF TIIE KX1UHTLY OUOKR. 


The estimated number of enrolled members 


attached to tho "Religious and Military Or- 
der of Knights Templar" holding allegiance 
to tho grand encampment of the United 
States is ahout 75,000. Added to these may 
be mentioned fully one-third more of knights 
errant; those who have taken tho vow of the 
order, but who are not now affiliated with 
any commandery. This would make a total 
of about 100,000 Knights in this country 
alone, to say nothing of those belonging to 
the various pnTeptonos of Great Britain and 
the Dominion of Canada. 
The exact figures 


of the enrolled membership in the United 
States will bo collated by the grand recorder 
of the grand encampment and presented to 
that body in an official report during the ses- 
sion. 
The following may be taken as a 


rough estimate of tho Knights in the different 
jurisdictions represented in tho grand con- 
clave of the present triennial year:

in the city of New York on Aug. 4, 181i 
After receiving a regular school education 
he, at the age of 21 years, entered upon mer- 
cantile pursuits, but at the ago of 25 years 
became assistant engineer of tho Manhattan 
Gas company, rising to bo engineer-in-chief 
in 1S42. During the year 1855 he was chosen 
president of the company, which position he 
still retains, being acknowledged tho head of 
the profession in the civilized world. 


During the late civil war ho raise*!, 


equipped and commanded tho Thirty-seventh 
regiment of New York tronps, and by brav- 
ery won the rauk of brevet brigadier general 
of the United- States army. 
Ho had been 


captain of the fourth company of tho Sev- 
enth regiment of the National Guard of (lie 
stato of New York, and is a nvmber of liio 
Veteran association. His career as a Masun 
and Knights Templar is honorable. Hailed 
in Kane lodge of New York city in January, 
I860, in two years ho became tho wor.slnul'ul 
master, which office he held for three consee- 
utive years, being again elected in 187(1.

oloady, but by nine o'clock bright, beauti- 
'ul weather prsvalled, and a demonstra- 
ion and display, unprecedented In mag- 
nificence, unrtvalsd in magnitude, was 
assured. 


The city was astir ^arly, and by eight 


o'clock martial airs could be heard in 
any and every direction, while hundreds 
of Templars' organizations were march- 
,ng to Uieir respective rendezvous, and 
streams of people were pushing then- 
way to the line of march. 
Holiday was 


written on the faoet of all. The children 
were eroused from iohool, the Govern- 
ment departments and stores were closed, 
ted business for tie greater part of the 
day was declared suspended. 


The main body of the procession formed 


In the streets about the Capitol, by half 
past eleven o'clock and •»aited the arrival 
of the officers of tha Grand Encamp- 
ment with General Charles Roome, Moat 
Eminent Grand Master, and his personal 
stafl in carraiges, under escort, of th 
first division. The knightly nscort with 
Imminent Sir Myrom M. Parker, chief 
marshal; Sir Knight Harrison Dingmnn 
ohief-of-stafl, and a host of Sir Knights 


aides-de-camp leading, soon ap- 


proached and halted on the spacious 
plaza at the east front of the Capitol. A 
few moments later a word from Chief 
Marshal Parker put the head of the col 
umn of the grand parade and escort of 
the Grand Encampment in motion. 


Around the columned portico of the 


Capitol, down the concreted roadways of 
the Capitol grounds, under the swaying, 
over-reaching boughs of tha autumn- 
tinted trees the grand procession swept 
with the stately glide of a gigantic ami 
many-colored serpent. It was a flash of 
color, a gleam of snowy plumes, a gl*tter 
ol Bright "teel and a rythm of graceful 
movement. Such'a sight in all its magnifi- 
cence oi splendor has never bafore been 
seen in this city, famous for the number 
and grandeur of its parades. The »-ide 
plaza to the east of the great white 
marble building was packed with thou- 
sand's of Knights, but as the procession 
movid there seemed to be no diminution 
In the number of those who stood like 
•tatues waiting for the word of command 
that pat them in motion^ 


As the showy columns, resplendaut in 


many hues, swept onward, with the firm- 
ness and precision of a machine, up the 
broad and gaily-decorated avenue, the 
eye artw confused with the number and 
tie glowing brilliancy of its hues. There 
wer» acres of snowy plumes, streaming 
and swaying in the crisp October air 
like meadows of white lilies; there were 
miles of gleaming swords; there were 
leagues of bright banners that beamed 
In true knightly splendor of color above 
th« superbly-moving hosts, and to add 
the finishing touch to a picture unparal- 
leled In its brilliancy and its beauty, 
mini a lent her sweetest 
charm. The 


clear, piercing tone of the cornet, the 
mallow melody of horns, the drum's deep 
throb and the fife's shrill cry, all blend 
with the notes from many other instru- 
ments to stir the heart through the ear as 
wildly as the harmonious motion, the 
gorgeous colors and the magnitude of the 
masses had stirred tho heart through tha 
eyg. If the

holiday attire, and its quarter of a million 
of people turned out to glvo its guests an 
old-fashioned welcome. Old and young, 
male and female, rich aud poor, black 
and white, native and foreign, the whole 
population of Washington, 
it 
would 


ieem, was on tho lino of parade. Every 
bouse along the broad avenue was a mass 
of glowing colored flags of many nations, 
wreathed in all manner of devices, con- 
joined with the peculiar insignia of the 
Knights. Evory house was also gay with 
sight-seers. Every window was radiant 
Vlth the bright tints of ladles' dresses, 
and even the house-tops were crowded. 
The various stands erected at the angles 
of the avenue and the intersecting cross 
streets were densely packed with human 
beings, who, without regard to rank or 
dress, were mixed up with that sense of 
perfect equality nowhere else seen than 
at a passing show, or except iu a Masonic 
lodge room; while the sidewalks were 
dense with the refluent tides of curious 
humanity. 


And well they might be curious, for no 


slgfit parallel to this had ever been seen 
in th» Capital city. The grandcomirand- 
er of each jurisdiction might well have 
called to the people, as the erier did to 
the Roman populace at the celebration 
of the seculiar games which occurred b ut 
ouc% in a century, to come and see what 
they had never before seen and would 
never see . jatn. 


There have been larger parades in 


Washington. 
There have been presi- 


dential inauguration, processions 
that 


numbered more people in lino. 
The 


grand review of 1865 filled Pennsylvania 
avenue, one of the great and memorable 
thoroughfares of the world, all day for 
two successive days, from curb to curb, 
with its quarter of a million soldiers re • 
turning home from a successful war. 
Bn"t no spectacle combining so much that 
was grand lu Its proportions, beautiful 
to tho eye and stimulating to the fancy 
as this Knights Templar parade was ever 
seen here before. There were twenty 
thousand Knights in procession. Their 
chaste, but picturesque, uniforms, their 
strange and perfectly-executed evolu- 
tions, the snowy plumes that swayed and 
streamed above each chapeau, their red 
crosses, at once emblems and mementoes 
at a tremendous and romantic past, 
their banners graven with devices some- 
times grotesque, sometimes picturesque, 
but all speaking la an unknown tongue 
to all but the scholar of the initiated. 


Up Uio broad avenue moved the pro- 


cession lik* a foreit of black helmets aud 
snow-*wlilfe plumes, till, reaching the 
Treasury, its head wheeled into Fifteenth 
street, passed 
the exchequer whose 


columned porches were packed with peo- 
ple, and again up the broad avenue to the 
Executive Mansion, where they passed iu 


reriew before the President SMadily, 
llently, the picturesque prooessioa 
>assed th» reviewing stand, evury hat 
If ted in honor of the chief magistrate, 
he white plnmes nodding till, looking 
down the line, one involuntary thought of 
white lilies bowing before a blast; 
then continuing westward up the avenuu 
o Twenty-third street, Washington chcle, 
and thenca wheeling eastward into the 
magnificent boulevard of K street. This 
jroad street, straight as an arrow, witu- 
out a break for more than three miles, 
packed on each side and lined with a 
louble row of trees, gave the Kni?hts a 
snperb welcome. It is tho home of wealth 
and fashion, and wealth aud fashion 
poured out with heartiest enthusiasm to 
a.-,t the Knights. The column passed 
steadily on, stretching in platoons from 
curb to curb, and giving a beauty to the 


rand old street it had never worn 


before, superb as have been the spec- 
tacles 
it 
has 
seen. 
The 
luxuriant 


foliage of the street is fast disappearing, 
aud much of what is left is spotted, and 
specked with the thousand dyes of Octo- 
ber, but 
through the partly-denuded 


Al 
branches, looking eastwaftl from the cir- 
cle, the grand procession seemed to 
writhe iu aud out with picturesque grace, 
marvel of musical motion, a wave of 
light, a flash of color, till the eye grew 
weary in watching and the fancy reverted 
to Knights of other climes. 


When the head of 
the 
procession 


reached Mount Vernon Square at Ninth 
aud K streets, it halted and the long 
train of moving men along the entire 
route of maroh was brought to rest. 
Soon afterwards it was again put in mo- 
tion, and with the first division formed 
in open oiderat the reviewing s'xud 
in the square, the remainder of the col- 
umn passed in review befora

of distinguished persons were on tho 
grand stand oreotetl in front of the Prosi- 
dat's Mansion and facing the Hue of 
march of the Knights Templar parade. 
The stand was gaily decorated with red, 
white and blue hunting. The Presi- 
dential party were notified of the ap- 
proach of the procession at 12:30 p. m., 
and

He maintained that 
the adoption of a ritual iu 18SG wa» in aid 
of tho prerogative of the Brand Master, 
and that tho duty then immediately de- 
volved on him of seeiiig that it should bo 
used everywhere, and when the Gram' 
Commander of the State of lowaques 
tioned his autnority to order tho use o! 
the Now ritual in the Iowa Commandery 
he felt justified iu issuing an edict do 
claring tho Grand Commandery of Iowa 
aud all Sir Knights iu its obedionco to be 
in a state of disloyalty and robelion to 
the constitution and Grand Encampment 
of tho United State".

he had uo ill-foollui? for his erring Iowa 
brethreu, and wnat ho had dono bad 
been intended solely to promote the 
dignity of the order. 
Further thun this 


lie wished it to he distinctly understood 
as in no way takinj lip the cause of tte 
rituals as adopted. In concluding, ho 
recommended gveat gentleness in deal- 
ing with this unfortunate pitiiation of af- 
fairs. The whole mutter of tho ritual he 
trusted would ho definitely disposed of 
at this Conclave, and in tho flual de- 
cision ho hoped all would agree, aud if 
Iowa was satisfied all occasion for dis- 
agreement would be removed.

Kansas was the lirst state to 
provide for equal education of the sexes. 
She alluded to an incident occurring only 
thirty-five or forty years ago, when at a 
state teachers' convention in tbe great 
state of New I'ork, where more than two- 
thirds of those present were women, a 
question was discussed for more than half 
an hour whether or not a lady should be 
allowed to speak on a certain subject 
and was adopted by only a bare majority, 
and the lady spoke just three minutes. 
That lady was Susan B. Anthopy. Mrs, 
Hoffman alluded to the great field which 
was opened to women during the civil 
war in which the women both north and 
South 
played a conspicuous part in 


providing for the wants of the soldiers in 
the field and hospitals, us well as attend- 
ing to the business at home. She alluded 
to the giand work done by Mother Bick- 
erdyke, of Illinois, and how it took eight- 
een years for the United States govarn- 
ment to remember her in a doleful pit- 
tance of S25 a month. She spoke of the 
work done in the missionary work of the 
world, and the great crusade against the 
saloon, and the organization of the W. 0. 
T. U. She predicted that it would be 
but a few years before all of the churches 
would have women as ministers of the 
gospel. She closed by quoting the lan- 
guage of Frances E. Wiilard, that "wo- 
man will purify every spot she entera and 
she will enter every spot on this round 
earth." After the 'address a collection 
was taken up to defray the expenses of 
the convention, after which Miss A. W. 
Berry sang a solo entitled "With Ver- 
dure Clad," which was rendered in a 
beautiful manner, and the benediction 
was pronounced by Rev. W. H. Pehalle-
